Baked Salmon Loaf and Squash 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 21 (AP)— 
Baked salmon loaf, scalloped po- 
tatoes and acorn squash—cooked 
together in the same oven—were 
suggested by the Citizens’ Food 
Committee today for Meatless 
Tuesday. 

It gave this recipe for the sal- 
mon loaf: 

One one-pound can salmon (or 
two cups any flaked, cooked or 
canned fish). 

Two cups soft bread crumbs. 

One-half cup milk. 

One egg, well beaten. 

One tablespoon minced parsley. | 

One teaspoon salt. 

Dash of pepper. 

Two tablespoons melted fat.

Drain salmon, reserving liquid. 
Remove skin and bone and flake 
the fish. Combine with’ remain- 
ing ingredients and turn into 
greased loaf pan, 7% by 3% by 
2% inches, Bake in moderately 
hot oven (375 degrees) 40 minutes 
or until firm in center. Serve with 
a tasty hot sauce made by sstir- 
ring two tablespoons catsup into 
one cup medium white sauce just 
before serving. Use the reserved 
salmon liquid as part of the milk 
in making the sauce. Serves four.

Baetz was the first to undertake 


examining Baine. Baetz, a lawyer, 
lives at 5854 Etzel avenue. 

Baetz took Baime over details 
of his testimony as to the com- 
parative public liability and pro 
sigures for street- 
car and bus service. Baine had 
cited statistics to the effect that 
bus operation incurred liabilities 
less by 50 to 60 per cent than 
those of streetcar operation, 

The questioner brought out that 
the statistics were furnished by 
the Transit Casualty Co., which 
furnishés insurance for the Pub- 
lic Service.

Route Costs Avinlysad: * 

Much of Baine’s testimony yes- 
terday wags concerned with route 
cost analyses of é@ach of the af- 
fected lines. On the Brentwood 
line, for example, his analysis 
showed the company would have 
an annual estimated loss for the 
year of $34,501 if present opera- 
tions were continued. If the 
trackage and equipment were re- 
habilifited, it would entail a cash 
outlay of $110,129, he said, ‘but the 
company’s estimated loss would 
still approximate $30,345. On the 
other hand, if the switch to 
busses were made, the annual 
loss would be cut to $20,222, and 
the cash outlay would not be more 
than $16,500, he said. 

The highest present loss for any 
one. line was placed at $196,135 for 
the Creve Coeur line while only 
one line, the Woodson line, would 
show a net profit ($38) even after 
the desired switch to busses, he 
testified. 

In a summary at the conclusion 
of his testimony he asserted that 
in addition to reducing losses on 
the lines, the substitution of busses 
would entail a cash gutlay of only 
$2,277,500 as compared with ex- 
penditures of $5,110,951 for new 
track and streetcars required for 
continued operation of the rail 
lines.

Churchill Calls Proposal |”

LONDON, Oct. 21 (AP)—King 
George opened a new session of 
Parliament today with the an- 
nouncement of the Labor Govern- 
ment’s plans to curb the House of 
Lords and to go ahead with the 
nationalization of the gas indus- 
try. . 

The King’s message omitted 
mention .of the disputed proposal 
to make the steel industry a pub- 
lic enterprise, but Prime Minister 
Attlee later told the House of 


Commons that the present Parlia- 
ment (expiring in 1950) would be 


'P- | asked to “nationalize relative por- 


tions” of that industry. 
Both Houses of Parliament met 


together for the ceremony Start-| 


ing the third legislative year un- 
der the Socialist Government. 

The Government’s program im- 
mediately aroused a storm of op- 
position from Conservative ranks 
—particularly the measure aimed 
at reducing further the power of 
the Conservative-dominated peers. 

Attlee said the curb would halve 
the two-year period during which 
the unelected House of Lords now 
can delay enactment of:legislation 
passed by the _ representative 
House of Commons. 

Winston Churchill attacked the 
measure as “a deliberate act of 
social aggression.” Anthony Eden 
saw “neither justification for such 
an amendment nor an electoral 
mandate for it.” The Marquess 
of Salisbury, Conservative leader 
in the Lords, told that house “it 
is clearly a matter for further 


‘reference to the electorate” and 


accused the Labor Government of 
a “shabby and shoddy political 
deal,” 

Announced in 10 Words. 

The Government's decikion to 
trim the authority of the Lords 
was announced in 10 words of the 
King’s speech; 

“Legislation will be Introduced 
to Amend the Parliament Act, 
1911.” 

The act of 1911 itself had cur- 
tailed some of the, Peers’ power. 


‘Under it, however, they retained 


the right to reject legislation not 
having to do specifically with 
money matters. Although’ the 
House of Commons could force 
through legislation which the 
Lords had disapproved, the pro- 
cess would take two years or 
more. The provision was that it 
had to be passed in three sessions 
to overcome their dissent. 

Attlee called the proposed par- 
liamentary change “a wise pre- 
cautionary measure.” He gave no 
details of the plan except to say 
it would reduce to one year the 
waiting period for legislation

OCTOBER KEEPS UP 
ITS RECORD-SETTING 
SPREE; ONE TODAY 


Today was the warmest Oct. 21 
on record in St. Louis; yesterday 
was the warmest Oct. 20 and to- 
morrow’s high temperature prob- 
ably will equal, at least, the mark 
for Oct. 22, the Weatherman said. 

The record for this date fell at 
11:30 a.m. when the mercury rose 
to 84, topping by a degree the 
mark Of 83 set in 1920. At 2 p.m, 
the temperature reached 86 de- 
grees. The record was broken yes- 
terday. at 3:30 p.m. when the 
weather bureau recorded the tem- 
perature at 86, two and one-half 
degrees higher than the record of 
83.5 established Oct. 20, 1943. As- 
sistant Meteorologist A. A. Rausch 
predicted a high for tomorrow of 
about 86, which would® be a de- 
gree above the record for that 
date in 1927. 

So far this month, St. Louisans 
have experienced temperatures 
that have made the month the 
warmest October since 1879, when 
the first 20 days of that month 


averaged 70.4. The average this 
month is an even 70 degrees. 

Reason for the warm weather, 
Rausch said, was a continued flow 
of dry, warm, southerly air. and 
a procession of low-pressure areas 
moving east. 

DECEMBER WHEAT TO $3,10 3-4 

CHICAGO, Oct. 21 (UP)—Wheat 
for delivery in December rose to 
$3.10% a bushel, highest ever paid 
for that future, shortly . after 
dealings opened on the Chicago 
Board of Trade today, It claged at 
$3.08%. Other wheat prices were 
slightly higher. 

The price for December wheat 
was the highest paid for any fu- 
ture of that grain since 1917, when

STANDARD BOOSTS 
WHOLESALE PRICE 
OF GASOLINE HERE 


The wholesale price of gasoline 
will be increased .8 of a cent per 
gallon by the Standard Oil Co. of 
Indiana tomorrow, it was an- 
nounced by R. W. May, division 
manager here, today. In most 
cases May said this increase will 
be passed on to the consumer. 

Home fuel oils and other petro- 
leum products also are increasing 
in prices, May said, due to an in- 
crease of 20 cents a barrel in the 
price of crude oil Oct. 15. 

Naphtha, like gasoline, will rise 
8 of a cent per gallon; kerosene, 
half a cent; heater oils, one cent; 
power fuel, one and a half cents; 
furnace oil, 8 of a cent; high- 
speed Diese! fuel, one cent, and re- 
sidual fuels, .4 of a cent. 

Petroleum prices had been in- 
creased from .1 of a cent to .4 of a 
cent per gallon Oct. 13 to offset 
freight rate increases. Most oil 
firms participated in that increase. 
No firms except Standarti Oil an- 
nounced a new increase today. 
The Standard increase covers an 
ll-state area, including Missouri. 


41 REPORTED EXECUTED IN DAY 
BY FIRING SQUADS IN GREECE 


ATHENS, Oct. 21 (AP)—Forty- 
one persons were reported today 
to have been executed by firing 
squads throughout Greece in the 
last 24 hours. 

The Press Ministry said 13 died 
at dawn today at Salonika as con- 
victed members of a Communist 
“execution squad.” Earlier press 
reports said 28 other persons, two 
of them women, were executed 
yesterday. 

Dwight Griswold, chief of the 
American missign to aid Greece, 
said today the agency would have 
$6,000,000 or more through dis- 
covery of $75,000,000 worth of 
UNRRA and other supplies in 
warehouses and on docks.- The 
undistributed material is part of 
$1,000,000,000 worth sent to Greece 
since the Germans departed.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21 (UP)— 
The Army will continue its full 
occupation duties in Germany, 
Austria, Japan and Korea for the 
rest of the year, and probably a 
lot longer. 

The State Department sald its 
plans to take over administration 
of the occupation job have been 
postponed indefinitely. The an- 
nouncement last night was aimed, 
officials said, at strengthening the 
position of American Zone com- 
manders, particularly Gen, Lucius 
B. Clay, who left today to return 
,to Berlin. 

Soon after he took office last 
January, Secretary of State 
George C. Marshall said the State 
Department was planning to as- 
sume the administrative functions 
of the Army in occupied areas in 
Europe and Asia. 

Marshall recalled that as chief 
of staff he had urged former Sec- 
retary of State James F. Byrnes 
to agree to transferring responsi- 
bility to civilian hands. Byrnes 
said he didn’t think the shift 
should be made, and got President 
Truman to back him up for the 
time being. 

Although he later found himself 
in Byrnes’s shoes, Marshall said 
he nevertheless thought the trans- 
fer should be made, even if he had 
to run it in addition to diplomacy. 

Marshall’s decision to postpone 
the shift bore out a prediction 
made by former Secretary of War 
Robert P. Patterson. He said on 
leaving his post that the proposed 
switch would prove impracticable.

The Communist party, mean- 
while, obviously concerned with 
De Gaulle’s show of strength, 
appealed to the Socialist party to 
close leftist ranks to “save France 
from Caesarism.” 

Many Frenchmen expressed be- 
lief De Gaulle's victory was re- 
sponsible for the ending of the 
week-long Paris subway and bus 
strike, which had been looked on 
as a ‘struggle between the non- 
Communist government and the 
Communist-directed General Con- 
federation of Labor. The strike 
was settled last night. 

De Gaullist’s Statement. 

Diomede Catroux, a spokesman

New Lure for Anglers Sounds 


Fishy, That’s 


Why It Works 


PITTSBURGH, Pa.,. Oct, 21 
(UP) — It looks like a fish; it 
makes bubbles like a fish; it pro- 
duces fishy noises, But it isn't 
a fish, 

It is a fish lure that Stanley J. 
Mikina, a Westinghouse research 
engineer, claims is a perfect stand- 
in for a fish, with fish- like sound 
effects thrown in. 

Disgusted when he failed to get 
a strike one summer day, Mikina 
scientist went into the recesses of 
hig laboratory, labored, and 
brought forth his fish lure. 

A very simple device, it consists

In addition to the Republican 
and Democratic leaders in both 
houses, it includes the chairman 
and ranking minority members of 
the Foreign Affairs and Appropri- 
ations Committees and Senator 
Taft (Rep.), Ohio, chairm of 
the Republican policy group in 
the Senate. 

Presumably the conference will 
canvass the outlook for emergency 
stopgap aid to Europe as well as 
the outlook for a European re- 
covery plan based on Secretary of 
State George C. Marshall's self- 
help proposal, and the possibility 
of a special session of Congress. 
Ross would not elaborate be- 
yond his brief assertion that emer- 
gency foreign aid would be the 


topic.

“We live in a 
comfortable, well-stocked house, 
high upon a hill which overlooks 
the plain where dwell the other 
peop of the world. 

“Down on the plain there are 
floods and pestilence and famine. 
We know this. We are saddened 
by it. We send medicine and food. 
We do what we can to help the 
neediest cases. 7 

“But we do not fully realize that 
the floods are rising and will, un- 
less arrested, engulf our own hill- 
top. We are not fully aware that, 
without meaning to do 80, we 
have collected on our hilltop prac- 
tically all the available equipment 
for fighting and controlling flood- 
water and that, unless we make 
this equipment available, the peo- 
ple in the valley are helpless. 


A Crisia of Production, 

“The world crisis is a crisis of 
lagging or wholly impeded produc- 
tion. Because a great war has 
been fought in Europe and Asia, 
ravaging those continents, ex- 
hausting their peoples and re- 
sources and throwing out of kil- 
ter the delicate balance of their 
economies, the Eastern Hemi- 
sphere—from the British Isles to 
Japan—is suffering from acute 
shortage and much of it is in a 
state of politica] unrest. 

“Peoples. who have for centuries 
been self-supporting find them- 
selves unable to produte enough 
to sustain life at even the lowest 
nee level. Or, if they can 
Produce some things, they find 
themselves unable to exchange 
them for other necessities which 
they have never in the past pro- 
duced for themselves and have al- 
ways purchased in other coun- 
tries,” 

Warburg listed as needs of 
Europe and Asia, in the order of 
immediate necessity: First, food, 
fuels and fibres; second, all sorts 
of incentive goods; third, tools of 
production, especially tools or 
equipment with which to make 
other tools. 

He defined “incentive goods” as 
the “necessities beyond the min- 
imum of food and fuel, such 
things as shoes, clothes, household 
utensils, simple tools and simple 
materials with which to repair and 
build.” 

“One must realize,” he _ said, 
“that throughout large parts of 
Europe and Asia today people can 
see no use in working beyond the 
point required to eke out a bare 
living. The things they would like 
to buy with the money they earn 
simply do not exist.” 


For Shift in Production. 

Warburg recommended that, -in 
order to have a successful foreign 
policy, we should redirect a part 
of our, productive efforts into 
channels other than those dictated 
by normal business considerations 
of making a:reasonable profit out 
of satisfying domestic consumer 
demand. 

“We shall have to manufacture 
things that others need at the ex- 
pense of not making some things 
that we want ourselves,” Warburg 
stated. “We shall not only have to 
produce more, but produce differ- 
ently—and we shall also have to 
consume less ourselves. 

“I believe that, if the American 
people were given a clear picture 
of the facts, and what the facts 
mean in terms of intelligent self- 
interest, they would be wise 
enough and generous enough to 
accept the implications. These im- 
plications are not pleasant. I see 
no sense in being other than com- 
pletely frank about them. 

“As I see it, we cannot succes- 
fully tackle the job which lies be- 
fore us unless we recognize and 
remedy the mistakes we have 
made in the recent past.”

LITTELL SEEKS

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21 (UP)— 
Norman M. Littell, former assist- 
ant Attorney Gereral, today 
charged Attorney General Tom C., 
Clark with illegal actions in con- 
nection with the Tidelands case 
involving oil-rich submerged lands 
off the California coast. 

Littell, who was fired by the 
late President Roosevelt in 1944 
after a controversy. with former 
Attorney General Francis Biddle, 
made his charge in a petition 
filed with the Supreme Court. 
Littell asked for permission to in- 
tervene in the case as a friend of 
the court so that he might set 
forth “material information” not 
placed in the record by the United 
States or the State of California. 

After the Supreme Court ruling 
in the California case, Clark and

Littell urgéd that no decree be 
entered by the court which dl- 
rectly or by implication condones 
or approves the stipulatien which 
he charged was in conflict with 
the court’s opinion. 

“The Attorney General of the 
United States lacked legal author- 
ity to enter into the said ‘operat- 
ing stipulation,” Littell said. 
“The said stipulation does not 
constitute a binding agreement 
upon the United States and is, 
therefore, without force or effect.” 

The court has not yet acted 
on Littell’s petition. 

Attorneys General Group Seeks 
Quitclaim Action by Congress. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 21 (AP)— 
The Nationa] Association of At- 
torneys General, advocating state 
ownership of the oil-rich tidelands, 
has begun a drive for congres- 
sional action to quitclaim the 
property to the states. 

The association, representing the 
attorneys general of the 48 states, 
contends that the United States 
Supreme Court decision last June 
in the California case did not find 
federal “ownership” of the off- 
shore lands. 

“The court recognizes that the 
entire matter is one for Congress 
to decide,” said President Walter 
R. Johnson in a letter to individual 
members of Congress outlining the 
association’s position. 

Congress passed in 1946 a resolu- 
tion to surrender to the states any 
federal claim to ownership of: sub- 
merged lands within: state bound- 
aries, including off-shore lands out 
to the three-mile limit. President 
Truman vetoted the resolution to 
permit the court to decide the 
Government’s suit against the 
State of California. 

“The governors, attorneys gen- 
eral and other state officials will 
present a solid front at the next 
session of Congress for the re- 
enactment of legislation to prevent 
federal agencies from disturbing 
the long-recognized property rights 
of the states,” Johnson, the at- 
torney general of Nebraska, said 
in. his letter, — 

The association asserted in a 
brief filed in the Supreme Court 
earlier this month that “we have 
searched every word of the 
(court’s) opinion for an expression 
that might indicate an intention 
of holding that the Government 
now owns the disputed property. 
We find none.”

Northrop officials said the Fly- 
ing Wing’s flight was without in- 
cident.

“One of these,” Menjou went 
on, “was the Independent Citi- 
zens’ Committee of the Arts, Sci- 
ences and Professions. It was la- 
beled a Communist-front organi- 
zation, and when its directors at 
a board meeting refused to make 
an anti-Communist’ statement, 
there were wholesale desertions 
from it. Among the first to go 
was its president, James Roose- 
velt. 

“In my opinion, the people re- 
maining in it would be commu- 
nists.” 

Menjou said he knows Director 
John Cromwell, mentioned in pre- 
vious testimony, but “I don’t know 
whether he is a Communist or 
not.” 

“In my opinion, he acts an 
awful lot like one,” he added. 

“Producers Patriotic.”

Menjou arrived about 10 min- 
utes before the hearing was 
opened. He wore a brown pin- 
striped suit and heavy shell- 
rimmed glasses. 

Menjou held his right hand high 
in the air and raised his head as 
he took the oath. 

He told the committee he had 
no counsel and “I think I can 
speak for myself.” 

“IT am a motion picture actor— 
I hope,” he said when asked his 
profession. 

Says He Studied ‘Isms.’ 

He said he has made a special 
study of Marxism, Socialism, 
Communism and other “isms.” 

Stripling asked if “Communists 
in Hollywood follow the party 
line laid down in Moscow.” 

“Rigidly,” Menjou replied. 

“Tt’s reflected in all their activ- 
ities then?” Stripling asked. 

“Yes, sir,” Menjou replied.

House committee. There are “some 
innocent dupes” in Hollywood, he 
went on. “I’m sorry for them.” 

Menjou completed his hour-long 
testimony with a declaration that 
“America should arm to the 
teeth” and should adopt universal 
military training. 

The crowd packing the 400-seat 
House caucus room gave the actor 
an ovation when he was thanked 
by Chairman Thomas for his tes- 
timony. 

Moffitt related that he and his 
wife were “sucked in” to join an 
organization which he _ thought 
was strictly anti-Nazi but learned 
it was Communistic. 

They joined the Hollywood Anti- 
Nazi League to help the Spanish 
Loyalists, he said, and at one of 
the first meetings “we were ad- 
dressed as ‘we Communists.’ ” 

He said his wife was indignant 
but he was “fascinated by the

POULTRYLESS DAY 
Continued From Page One, 


Thursdays, start an  eat-more- 
chicken campaign, enlist the sup- 
port of farmers in a feed-saving 
drive, rely on the “self-discipline” 
of poultrymen and on the co-oper- 
ation of the feed industry. 


The Government could save 4,- 
250,000 bushels of grain .a week 
if it would “encourage rather than 
discourage poultry buying,” the 
poultry producers said in a state- 
ment. 

Under such a program 340,000, 
000 chickens would be killed and 
marketed in the next 90 days in- 
stead of staying on the farm 
where poultrymen “must continue 
to pour scarce and expensive grain 
into these birds to protect their 
investment.” 


Whether the “eggless” menu 
might be abolished along with 
poultryless meals on Thursday, 
Luckman said, was something to 
be considered when the poultry 
issue was settled. 

Government officials have indi- 
cated they favor keeping the egg- 
less day in any case, since a drop 
in demand for eggs might encour- 
age farmers to kill their “stewers” 
—old chickens which produce few 
eggs but eat a ful) share of grain. 

Demand for Chickens Off. 

The voluntary food conservation 
drive hag whittled down the de- 
mand for chickens. Late last 
week the report was “no market 
for poultry at any price,” poultry- 
men said, from such centers as 
Chicago, Boston, Chattanooga, 
Hartford, Memphis, Kansas City, 
Omaha and Austin, Tex. 

December wheat pushed to a 
record high for that future con- 
tract on the Chicago Board of 
Trade today but hogs and cattle 
prices continued the steady de- 
cline that has attended the two 
weeks old observance of meatless 
Tuesdays. 

In the two weeks since observ-

The Associated Press index of 
35 commodity prices’ reached 
197.21 per cent of the 1926 average 
yesterday. 

About 61 per cent of the grain 
which the Government hopes to 
send to hungry nations in the 
1947-48 crop year has been pur- 
chased, Agriculture Department 
officials estimated. They said that 
grain purchases by the Govern- 
ment and commerciah exporters 
through last Friday brought the 
total available for export to 340,- 
000,000 bushels. Of that total, 192,- 
000,000 bushels were exported the 
first three months of 
year, July through September. 

Of the grains purchased for ex- 
port, there were 280,000,000 bushels 
of wheat and flour (wheat equiva- 
lent) and 60,000,000 bushels of 
coarser grains. 

A move to make food-saving a 
hemispheric campaign instead of 
merely an American effort was 
launched meanwhile by the gov- 
erning board of the Pan American 
Union. It approved “in principle” 
an Argentine resolution calling on 
Latin American governments to 
adhere to President Truman's 
program. The resolution was re- 
ferred to a special committee for 
redrafting after some board mem- 
bers objected to its wording. 

Mexico, Guatemala and Haiti 
questioned the recommendation. 
Some of their spokesmen pointed 
out that most Latin American 
peoples are underfed, by European 
standards, and that Argentina is 
the only Latin American country 
in a position to provide any help.

Board’s Figures to Senate 
Group Are After Rene- 
gotiation but Not After 
Taxes. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 21 (AP)— 
Senators learned today that war 
contractors collected about 30 bil- 
lion dollars in profits on some 
300 billion dollars of wartime con- 
tracts. 

The figures were submitted to 
the Senate War Investigating 
Committee as it reopened public 
hearings to determine whether the 
profits were excessive, The fig- 
ures took into account reductions 
made as a result of contract ad- 
justments, but did not show net 


profits after payment of taxes. 
John R. Paull, chairman of the 
War Contracts Board, who sup- 
plied the figures, told the com- 
mittee that- the Government 
through renegotiation of contracts 
had recaptured $10,431,637,000. He 
estimated net recovery, after al- 
lowances for taxes, at “between 
three ond four billion.” 
Represents All Agencies, 
The special board headed by 
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Paull was set up to guard against 
“excessive profits” and “profiteer- 
ing” during the war. It represents 
all Government departments and 
agencies. Prior to its creation in 
1943, various department and 
agency heads had responsibility 
for working out adjustments of 
contracts. 

Paull said 118,120 contracts have 
been examined by the board, Of 
these, he said, 29,.95 were. ad- 
justed by agreement. between the 
Government and contractors, 85,- 
000 others were celared without 
changes while 3000 were changed

Some PEeopte believe that distilling in America is 
crippling famine relief over the world. May we submit an 
opinion to the contrary from an editorial which appeared 
in the national magazine, LIBERTY: 

*‘Normally 60 per cent of the total grain crop of this 
country is used for livestock feeding. Somewhat less 
than 2 per cent is used for distilling and brewing. Only 
a tiny portion of this is wheat, the chief grain for human 


food. But even this 2 per cent does not represent a 
drain on the supply, because after use the residue is 


returned as ani

“For example, the figures show that it takes 275 
bushels of corn to produce one ton of meat on the hoof. 
However, only 268 bushels of corn are required per ton 
if 10 per cent of it is first passed through the distilling 
processes and the residue converted into feed.

The Triumph of De Gaulle 


Despite misgivings in some quarters that Gen. 
Charles de Gaulle aspires to be a ‘man on 
horseback,” we can view his striking victory in 
the French municipal elections as a gain for the 
cause of democracy against Communism. 

De Gaulle may be stiff and unbending and 
a shade mystic, as his enemies charge, but 
there is nothing in his record to show that he 
is not willing to follow the popular mandate. 
Only a week ago Joseph Alsop, a competent 
observer, wrote from Paris: 

Gen. Charles de Gaulle .. . is still with- 
out doubt amorfg France’s few great men, 

Equally without doubt, he has no totalitar- 

‘ian ambitions and is detested by the sort of 
men who would most naturally hanker for 


French Fascism—the rich French whom he 
bitterly offended by nationalizing basic in- 


dustries and by insisting upon jailing their 

friends and relatives as collaborators. 

Instead of wringing our hands in doubt as to 
De Gaulle’s perfection, it is better to welcome 
his victory as bringing to the fore one French- 
man of democratic, instincts who stands out in 
a sea of political mediocrity. 

President Auriol and Premier Ramadier are 
elderly weaklings under whom the Government 
of France has gone from bad to worse. Neither 
the right nor the left nor the center groups 
has any confidence in this pathetically weak 
combination. Rumors of suppressed scandals 
have been so persistent that a current witticism 
in Paris has it that the’ Government should set 
up a “Ministry of Scandals” to co-ordinate the 
acts of theft, bribery and extortion. 

Ramadier has made a great fetish of stabiliz- 
ing the franc, but under his Government the 
franc has slid further and further down the 
scale. Even as the United States purchases 
millions of francs to bolster the French curren- 
cy, the Bank of France keeps the printing presses 
busy turning out the unwanted money. 

Bidault and Monnet -are better men than 
Ramadier and Auriol, but they lack the mag- 
netism to attract a political following. Further- 
more, Bidault and Monnet, afterall the evidence 
to the contrary, still hug the illusion that a coali- 
tion government with the Communists can serve 
the interests of democracy in France. 

Except that France turned to a new leader 
capable of rallying the anti-Communist forces, 
there was no prospect but for the Government 
to grow weaker and weaker, with the Com- 
munists profiting, as always, from the insecurity 
and despair. 


. Sunday’s elections, of course, were municipal, 


not national, The parliamentary election. will 


not. be due until’ next May. But De Gaulle’s 
record of about 40 per cent of the vote cast— 
although -in several cities his party had no 


candidates—is well nigh unprecedented in the . 


recent history of France. It. is a dramatic re- 
versal of the French tendency to dissipate the 
national strength among a number of parties. 

The victory will have its effect at once. In- 
deed,’ it already has had effect, as evidenced 
by the action of the Communist labor leaders 
yesterday in calling off the crippling subway. 
and bus strike in Paris. 

The Communists had tried to frighten the 
voters against De Gaulle by threatening to call 
a nationwide strike, accompanied possibly by 


civil war, in case of a victory for his Rally of 


the French people. De Gaulle won by an un- 
expected margin, but instead of calling a gen- 


.eral strike, the Communists called off a major 


strike already under way. Apparently, the 
agents of Moscow are not willing to force a 
collapse, for fear De Gaulle or one of his lieu- 
tenants would be summoned to the oe 
at once. 

There is very good reason to hope that at 
last the French Communists have met their 
match. If De Gaulle can follow up his victory 


and rally his countrymen to the restoration of 


a strong Republic, he will establish himself as 
one of the great men of a day when great men 
are few and far between. 
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Mandrake on the East Side -

things. 
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Alaska’s Unpreparedness 


Without jingoism, but for: simple foresight, 
the Alaskan Air’ Command has suggested to 
the public that it consider the sobering. possi- 
bility of an enemy air force based on Alaska. 

Alaska would fall to an enemy more easily 
than the Philippines did, our defense experts 
are quoted as saying. Reports of an “iron ring 
of defenses” built or being built have been 
termed fantastically untrue by the commander 
of the Yukon sector, Gen. Everest. And ac- 
cording to the head of the Alaskan Air Com- 
mand, Gen. Atkinson, enemy planes based on 
Alaska could range at will over the entire 
United States, dropping bombs anywhere. 

There is no time to be lost in making Alaska 
capable of defending itself. The extent of the 
cost is indicated by Gen. Atkinson in the state- 
ment that it is going to give the American 
people “an awful jolt.” So much the more 
reason for the Administration to have the cour- 


age to tell Congress the whole truth, and for 
Congréss to have the bigness to set a whole 
program going, so that the defense of Alaska 
can be completed as early as possible. 
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Lord Inverchapel’s Speech 

Lord Inverchapel used his appearance before 
the Foreign Trade Council to rebuke Harold 
Stassen and others who believe Europe should 
have no American aid unless it abandons so- 
cialism. The British Ambassador’s remarks were 
pointed still more directly to the extreme ad- 
herents of this belief, who hold that Britain is 
on the doorstep to Communism. 

As to British Communism, his answer was 
simple. The British Communist party includes 
only 40,000 members, or one person per 1000. He 
also reminded the audience that the new “Com- 
inform” or European Communist information bu- 
reau started its career by calling Attlee and 
Bevin traitors. 

Britain has been criticized for increasing its 
import restrictions on American films and other 
goods, a step that was taken to conserve its 
dwindling dollar exchange for more essential 
imports. 
put on reluctantly. “All of us chafe under re- 
striction and control. That is in our nature as 
in yours.” Britain has turned to public owner- 
ship in its crisis but, ashe put it: 


We are still a democracy, thanks be to 
God. We are as free as ever we were. In 


Britain you can say in public what you like 

about the Government and your political 

opponents. If you are a person of impor- 
tance, what you say will be printed, in the 
newspapers. 

All this shows a nice diplomatic sedated. 
He could have added that import restrictions 
through the Hawley-Smoot tariff were an at» 
tempt to export American unemployment to 
other countries. Fair-minded Americans will 
also recall that the United States, in a far less 
acute emergency than Britain has today, con- 
tinued to shun import trade until Cordell Hull 
won acceptance for his reciprocal trade agree- 
ment program. 

As to civil liberties, our own freedoms were 
built on 700 years of English libertarianism 
beginning with the Magna Carta. Remembering 
that, any American is bumptious who predicts 
that England is lost to Communism unless it 
plays by even stricter private enterprise rules 
than we observe ourselves. 

At best, the no-aid-to-socialists idea is politi- 
cally illiterate. At worst, it is a pretext to wreck 
the Marshall plan and. take the United States 
into another impossible attempt to flee from 
world responsibility, In exposing and resisting 
it, the British Ambassador only does what long: 
viewed Americans are doing. 
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What Is the Reason? 


Former German Field Marshal Erhard Milch, 
who was sentenced to life imprisonment at Nuern- 
berg for war crimes, including murder and draft- 
ing of slave labor, knows the 1929 Geneva Con- 
vention on treatment of prisoners of war. At 
least he thinks he does and so in his prison cell, 
he wrote a petition to the United States Supreme 
Court charging that his treatment violated that 
landmark in the laws of war. 

The Supreme Court has now ruled that it will 
not hear Milch’s case. The division is 4 to 4, 
with Justice Jackson who prosecuted earlier de- 
fendants for the United States at Nuernberg not 
participating. What makes the case significant 
is that four Justices—Black, Douglas, ‘Murphy 
and Rutledge—did the unusual thing of announc- 
ing where they stood in the even split. They 
said they thought the Supreme Court should 
have a hearing as to whether it had jurisdiction. 

‘The way to see this action in its real import 
is without reference to the Nazi war criminal. 
In the past, the Supreme Court has regularly en- 
tertained cases if four Justices have thought it 
should do so. Sometimes, it has taken them if 
three Justices were strongly persuaded. In this 
instance, it has declined even though the four 
Justices most solicitous of human rights feel 
strongly enough to put themselves on record as 
opposed to the court’s procedure. 

To the layman it looks as if Chief Justice Vin- 
son and Justices Reed, Frankfurter and Burton 
have something to explain. A departure like this 
calls for the reason. 


Let’s Keep the Ocean Airways Safe 


The International Civil Aviation Organization, 
at a meeting last year, worked out and set in 
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motion the oceanic aircraft safety system which 


functioned so perfectly and so heroically in the 
Bermuda Sky Queen rescue last week. In con- 
trast, it took many a catastrophe at sea (includ- 
ing the unforgettable loss in 1912 of the Titanic 
with 1517 souls) before the international ice 
patrol of the trans-Atlantic steamer lane was set 
up by the leading maritime nations. Thus, the 
oceanic aircraft safety system has paid big 
dividends—69 lives—early in its career and 
without any of the tragedy required for the set- 
ting up of the ice patrol. 

Although the sea rescue system has functioned 
well, it should be pointed out that only four of 
the projected 13 stations in the network are in 
operation. Three more are vaguely promised in 
the near future. But the other six are held 
up indefinitely, according to the ICAO head- 
quarters, mainly because the nations concerned 
have not appropriated the money. Estimated 
annual cost of operating each of the ships is 
$1,000,000 and the United States is to under- 
write 65 per cent of the cost. 

The other station ships,are needed now. Fly- 
ing boats such as the Queen, with specially 
built hulls to withstand waves, are almost a 
rarity now. The land planes that fly the Atlan- 
tic do not have such specially built hulls. In 
any future accident, the plane concerned may 
not be able to pick her landing place as did the 
Queen. With 13 stations, the safety area’ of 
the Atlantic would be far greater than it now 
is with only four ships. : 

What is $13,000,000 a year compared to the 
lives of the hundreds who weekly fly the Atlan- 
tic? If the other nations cannot bear their share 
of the cost, the United States should be able to 
bear it for them for the time being. The ICAO 
oceanic patrol’s safety record should be kept at 
its present unbeatable record of 100 per cent if 
it's humanly possible. Congress and the Bureau 
of the Budget should not withhold the necessary 
funds. 6

Thus the way for the Communists to gain 
majority control of the working Classes is 
by a long-run policy of discrediting Demo- 
cratic Socialist leadership, by demonstrat- 
ing its impotence 
against the forces of 
reaction in each 
country. If thereby 
they strengthen the 
extreme right that is 
all the better in their 
eyes. The more ex-

Communists’ Objective 


In comparison with such a “reactionary” 
government, even with the nationalistic 
and patriotic appeal it would undoubtedly 
have, the promise of a classless, denation- 
alized Moscow-led Communist society could 
then be made to seem preferable to in- 
creasing numbers of French workers, 


-The Soviets want to demonstrate to the 
discontented masses everywhere that Demo- 
cratic Soctalism is unworkable and that 
anybody who wants socialism has to accept 
the totalitarian brand from Moscow. They 
want to convince them that only force will 
do it, and that all feelings of patriotism for 
one’s own country must be discarded, or 
rather recast in such terms that true 
patriotism in a Frenchman, for instance, is 
to make France part of a world system of 
socialism directed from Moscow, 


If the Communists can achieve such a 
transformation, if they can persuade the 
working classes of all western European 
nations that socialism with civil liberties 
is impotent and that conservatism is their 
enemy, the war between the East and West 
thenceforward would be fought inside the 
western nations on a class war basis. This 
would give the Soviets a fundamental 
strategic advantage in the ultimate show- 
down with the West. 


Two Wars, Not One 


In other words, the long-term Soviet 


political objective is to arrange matters so 


that if the third world war ever comes, it 
will be a purely foreign war for them, but 
both a foreign war and a domestic class 
war for the countries of the West. 


The gradual unfolding of the long-term 
policy of today’s aggressors has important 
practical business implications for the 
United States. Just as in the political field 
the Soviets feel impelled to gamble with 
methods that may give power @o the ex- 


treme right, so they are liecsa to gamble 
with extremes in United States economic 
trends. They have been waiting for this 
country to be engulfed in a major depres- 
sion. So far they have waited in vain. But 
if they cannot count on a serious depres- 
sion, they must do everything in their 
power to produce its opposite extreme, that 
is, an explosive inflation. 


The greater the economic instability of 
the western world, the worse the chaos 
becomes in western Europe, the greater 
and more desperate the call for American 
help, the better off the Soviets are in the 
long run. They would be surer of infla- 
tion in the United States, with all its evil 
political and social consequences, if aid to 
Europe should cost us 10 billion dollars a 
year rather than five billion dollars a year. 


National Suicide 


The same would be true if the Socialist 
governments of Europe collapsed and were 
replaced by leadership so blackly illiberal 
that it would arouse even more domestic 
conflicts than exist today. And their hope 
for inflation here will look even brighter if 
our economic help in Europe continues to 
be an “operation rat-hole” instead of) a 
vehicle for establishing an economic union 
and a common foreign policy among all 
like-minded countries of the West. 


The United States can pursue the penny- 
wise policy of cutting off further aid to 
Europe and letting the Continent burst in- 
to flame. Barron’s in convinced that this 
would be a policy of national suicide in 
the long run. Or the alternative policy of 
granting the help can be adopted. Barron’s 
believes this is the course the nation must 
pursue if it is to live. 


The aid is the penalty that must be paid 
for having so atrociously misplanned the 
peace from 1944 on. It is not the purchase 
price for Utopia and a state of perpetual 
felicity. Utopia cannot be bought with 
money. The need is to make a start to- 
ward developing a unity and cohesion in 
the western world so tight and so real that 
the masses themselves in all its member 
countries will feel they have a stake in the 
common welfare and ultimate victory of 
the group as a whole. ‘

Anthropology of Baseball 


BALL, BAT AND BISHOP. P. by Robert W. Hendersoa, 

(Rockport Press, N ork.) 

Subtitled the “lis of ball games,” this 
book by the chief of the main reading 
room of the New York Public Library, who 
also is librarian of the New York Racquet 
Club, traces the origin of all competitive 
ball games to one common source—an an- 
cient fertility rite observed by priest-kings 
in the Egypt of the pyramids. 


Mr. Henderson traces these ball rites and 
customs as they spread east and west 
throughout early civilization and down to 
the present, explaining the origin of polo, 
tennis, stoolball, football, hurling, racquets, 
golf, billiards, cricket, lacrosse and others. 
But Dent McSkimming, a member of the 
Post-Dispatch sports staff and student of 
Spanish, notes a “major omission”—jai alal 
and pala. 

The author’s face might redden at any 
unintentional oversight, but he already is 
warm under the collar, the reader dis- 
covers, at what he characterizes acceptance 
of the Abner Doubleday myth in baseball. 
In six chapters devoted to America’s na- 
tional pastime, Mr. Henderson heatedly de- 
stroys the notion that Doubleday or any 
one man invented baseball. It makes in- 
teresting reading.

before a small audience that did 


its best to work up an atmosphere 
of responsiveness. Two of the 
numbers on the opening program 
were repetitions from former en- 
gagements; ‘the rwo others were 
“Madronos,” a ballet a la Espagnol! 
by Antonia Cobos, and a “Pas De 
Deux Classique” to music by 
Tschaikowsky in which Alexandra 
Danilova made her only appear- 
ance of the evening. 

Even if one had been inclined 
to dismiss the greater part of the 
proceedings as negligible, Mme. 
Danilova’s presence would have 
been a saving grace in a .very 
strict sense. The “Pas De Deux” 
danced with Frederic Franklin 
was just a set of formal exercises 
in which the orthography of the 
dance was displayed for its own 
sake. Nevertheless, the personal 
quality of the artists extended and 
colored the effect, as always, and 
the elegant .precision with which 
the performance was executed 
had emotional associations. Mme. 
Danilova evoked a sympathetic re- 
sponse not only because she com- 
manded a high style but because 
there was a warmth of feeling 
implicit in her movements. Mr. 
‘Franklin was light, resilient and 
crisp. His turns, leaps and entre- 
chats brought instinctive outburst 
of applause from the faithful who 
knew what was good ae well as 
what was hard. 

The “Concerto Baroco,” which 
‘opened the evening’s performance, 
‘was danced to Bach's “Double 
Concerto in D Minor” for two vio- 
lins. Such music scarcely needs 
a translation into another me- 
dium, but George Balanchine's 
choreographic design showed a 
conspicuous understanding of what 
he was about. Without trying to 
spell out in visual terms the com- 
plications of the score, he never- 
theless worked out a relationship 
between light and heavy masses 
that had an organic resemblance 
to the concerto grosso form.

A suggested lengthening of the 
40-hour week as a step to increase 
production will be considered in 
connection with a congressional 
study of the Wage-Hour Law, 
Representative McConnell (Rep.), 
Pennsylvania, said today. 
McConnell is chairman of a 
House labor subcommittee which 
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heard the idea advanced by Peter 
T. Beardsley, an attorney repre- 
senting the American Trucking 
Associations, Inc. Beardsley said 
his group feel that Congress might 
want to increase the regular 
work week to something higher 
than 40 hours. 


“Without going into an extensive 
discussion of the matter, it seems 
to be the fact that now, if ever, 
more and more production is 
needed if this country is to ae- 
complish what apparently is cut 
out for it in the way of alleviating 
distress conditions the world| 
over,” Beardsley told the commit- | 
tee yesterday. 

Month’s Hearings Planned. . 

McConnell declined to express | 
any view on the suggestion, but | 
he told reporters: 

“We are going to study and con- 
sider every proposal made here, 
We plan to hold hearings for a 
month and then prepare legisla- 
tion proposing changes in the law 

so they will be ready when Con- 
arate comes back in January.” 

A number of industry leaders, 
including President. Charles E. 


suggested a longer work week. 

Beardsley told the committee 
the 40-hour week was established 
in the Wage-Hour law 10 years 
ago when there was widespread 
unemployment and the idea was 
to limit working time for each 
worker “so as to spread the work 
available to make more jobs for 
everybody.” : 

In opening its hearings yester- 
day, the committee received sev- 
eral proposals for sharp limits on 
overtime pay provisions. 

His Proposal on Overtime. 

Beardsley contended that the 


law was designed primarily to “re- 
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lieve underprivileged employes” 
and that overtime, at time and a 
half rate, should be paid to any 
worker only at the minimum wage 
level. 

In other words, with the present 
law's 40-hour work week and 40- 
cent minimum hourly pay require- 
ments, a worker making $1 an 
hour would, under Beardsley’s pro- 
posed amendment, be entitled to 
overtime pay of only $1.20 an hour 
(his basic wage plus half the 40- 
cent rate) rather than $1.50 an 
hour.

Week, Wage Increase 
Without Contract. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 21 (AP)—A 
“conditions of employment” plan 
in which 1500 members of the 
AFL Chicago Typographical! Union 
demand a shorter work week and 
wage increases in lieu of a new 
contract was rejected last night 
by the Chicago Newspaper Pub- 
lishers’ Association. 

Although the unton contract ex- 
pired last midnight, John J. Pilch, 
union president, said “There will 
be no work stoppage until or un- 
less authorized by the Interna- 
tional Typographical Union Exec- 
utive Council.” 

The union previously had re- 

a contract offer by the pub- 
lishers and voted to consider that 
a “deadlock” in negotiations ex- 
isted if its counter-proposal were 
rejected. 

The union “conditions” include 
wage increases of $17.10 weekly 
for day workers, $21.86 for night 
workers, and $26.86 for workers on 
midnight shifts, along with five- 
day week of six and one-half 
hours a day. The old contract pro- 
vided for a seven and one-quarter 
hour day. 

Under their proposed scale, the 
day workers would receive $102.60 
a week, night workers $112.86, and 
the midnight shift $117.86. 

The publishers had offered pro- 
visions of the old contract, which 
they said are in conformance with

WORKERS RATIFY PAY PACT 
WITH INTERNATIONAL SHOE CO. 


A majority of members of the 
CIO United Shoe Workers hav& 
ratified the contract between the 
International Shoe Co. and the 
union signed Sept. 30. The con- 
tract provides for an immediate 
wage increase of 3 cents per hour 
retroactive to Oct. 6 and further 
pay adjustments based on the 
United States Labor Department's 
cost-of-living price index of last 
July of 158.4 points until 12 cents 
per hour total increases have been 
reached, it was announced today 
by company and union offiicals. 

The new agreements, covering 
13,000 employes in 37 Missouri, Inli- 
nois and New Hampshire plants 
of the company, and continuing 
through August 1948, provides for 
3 cents per hour increases for each 
new five-point rise in the index un- 
til the 12-cent total has been at- 
tained. The union had asked for 
a general increase of 18% cents 
per hour for its members, whose 
average hourly wage was 91 cents. 
Ratification was by secret vote. 


The contract, signed a few min-| 


utes before a deadline set by the 
union for a strike, calls for de- 
creases in wages by the cost-of-liv- 
ing formula, but not below the 
rates in effect prior to execution 
of the contract. Provision is made 
for a 2%-cent increase in starting 
hourly rates and guaranteed min- 
imums so long as the price index 
remains 158 or higher.

New Coke Show Has Painless Commercial, "Better Half" Is All Painful

most spectacular single ele- 

ment about the new’ Coca-Cola 
show (C.B.8. 5:30 p.m. C.S.T, 
Sundays) is its advertising. “The 
Pause That Refreshes on the Air,” 
says the announcer, Roger Pryor, 
at the opening of the show. “Pre- 
sented by the Coca-Cola Com- 
pany.” In-the middle of the pro- 
gram Mr. Pryor declares—and I 
quote. him in full—“The Pause 


That Refreshes is brought to you 
each week at this time by the 
Coca-Cola Company.” At the end 
of the half hour, the listener is ad- 
vised, wherever he is and what- 
ever he’s doing, to pause and re- 
fresh himself. That’s all. Noth- 
ing about Coca-Cola’s tangy good- 
ness. Not a word about banishing 
that tired feeling. If anything is 
locked into Coca-Cola, we are not 
informed about it. , 

This brings radio advertising 
right back to the point where it 
first undertook the support of ra- 
dio. In the early days long, long 
ago, programs were presented sim- 
ply “by courtesy of” whoever was 
paying the bills. The American 
Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany, the first broadcaster to ac- 
cept advertising on the air, re- 
fused to countenance any direct 
appeals for the product. Now by 
exercise of phenomenal self-con- 
trol, the Caca-Cola Company re- 
turns voluntarily to this basic 
principle’ and listeners everywhere 
must find it as startling as the 
pisto] shots and galloping hooves 
that disfigure so many other com- 
mercials. The program is indeed 
a pause that refreshes. 

Everything ‘else about this mu- 
sical program is as tasteful and 
subdued as its advertising. The 
music is provided by Percy Faith 
and his huge orchestra; the vocals 
are handled by Ginny Simms and 
both of them are assisted now 
and then by a choir. As programs 
of popular music go, this is an 
unusually sophisticated one. It 
dwells almost exclusively on the 
popular favorites of a few years 
back (“What Is This Thing Called 
Love?” “Old Black Magic,” or 
“Easy to Love”) and avoids the 
overplayed favorites of today. 
‘(The sooner that guy smokes him- 
self to death the better, say I.) 

The program offers one. other 
blessing to harassed listeners. Ap- 
plause, a noise more gratifying to

entertainers than to the rest of 
us, is_restricted to the end of the 
program, With its energieg thus 
dammed for half an hour, the au- 
dience responds at the end tumul- 
tuously and every handclap, I 
should say, is well deserved. 


“The Better Half” (Mutual 8:30 
p.m. C.S.T. Saturdays) has one 
curious distinction; it was se- 
lected for immortality in the 
“March Of Time” film short on 
radio as one of the horrible ex- 
amples of contemporary broad- 
casting. All things considered, it 
Was an excellent choice. As a 
matter of fact, I suggest they 
bury this part of the film in the 
Time Capsule in Flushing as a 
sort of permarment record of at 
least one phase of our life and 
times. The program contains most 
of the ingredients of all the other

audience participation shows— 
quizzes, wild practical jokes, 
gags, and, of course, uproarious 
laughter. No record of our time 
would be complete without some- 
thing of this kind. 

“The Better Half” is a sort 
of quiz contest between husbands 
and wives in which the loser is 
forced to pay a penalty. At least 
I think that’s the idea, There is 
such bedlam on the show it’s hard 
to tell what is going on. In the 
“March of Time,” the _ losing 
husband was placed in a box with 
holes in it. Every time he stuck 
his neck out, his wife beat him 
over the ears with what I 
gathered was an upholstered stick 
of some kind. A great many other 
punishments are inflicted on’ the 
program, all of them showing a 
certain wierd and horrible in- 


genuity. The other day a husband 
was blindfolded and then asked 
to kiss a pretty girl who turned 
out to be his wife. A dirty trick. 

Tiny Ruffner, the master of 
cermonies, keeps the uproar 
moving briskly with a _ certain 
rough humor, most of it on the 
topic of matrimony. A man of in- 
finite joviality, he usually refers 
to the wife as “the old ball and 
chain,” asks rather’ intimate 
questions about’ the : couple’s 
home life and laughs uproariously 
at the answers which consist 
largely of those deprecatory 
cliches which married couples 
learn early in married life. Since 
Ruffner must have heard them 
all several dozen times, the 
laughter is a triumph of sheer 


will power.

S a quiz master, Ruffner is 
almost too kind - hearted; 
wherever possible he arranges 
that all the contestants win. The 
band, for example, played “Sun- 
rise Serenade” and a bewildered 
wife who was supposed to guess 
the title, suggested “Swanee.” 
“That’s close,” said Mr. Ruffner, 
on what grounds I wouldn’t know. 
“What rises in the morning?” 
“Sun in the Morning,” said 
the lady wildly. 
He gave her a dollar anyway. 
The punishment—the husband 
beaten over the head, the man 
kissing his own wife—is of course, 
the nub of the show. It appears 
to satisfy the audience but it 
doesn’t satisfy me. What, I ask 
myself, are the consequences of 
these marital jousts after the 
show? What exactly does a hus- 
band, who has been lammed over 
the head with a stick, do to his 
wife when he gets her home? Get 
a stout board from the woodshed 
and retaliate, do you suppdse? 
What thoughts pass through the 
mind of a woman on the way 
home in the cab as she coldly 
azes on the husband who had 
agreed blindfolded to kiss some 
pretty lass? Even though they 
dealt him the wrong queen at the 
last moment, his moral guilt is 
established; the suspicions which 
lie so close to the surface of every 
wifely mind could easily bubble to 
the top to poison a relationship 
which is at best delicate, 
On second thought, in place of 
burying a motion picture of the 
show, they had better bury the

N normal times you wouldn't 

dream of setting the table with- 

out including a plate of bread, 
would you? 

Well, that’s the way I feel about 
the Bible. This happens to be 
Bible Week, but I am not going 
to write a religious tract or try 
in any way to lure you into the 
habit of Bible reading. I’m just 
going to get a little personal for 
once and tell you ‘how the Bible 
seems to me. 

You see, I grew up at a time 
when the Bible was as much a 
part of our daily life as bread 
is. We didn’t talk about it. We 
didn’t’ use it as ‘a religious text. 
We just took it for granted as 
part of the decent life. 

We.regard it as a necessary 


* thing, as bread is necessary or 


milk or fruit. There it lay on 
the parlor table, a ponderous af- 
fair which registered all our births 
and deaths and the joy or agony 
that went with them. And there 
inside it lay the answer to all our 
problems. 

For no matter how badly life 
had hurt us, it had hurt others 
before just as much. No matter 
how much we were tempted, oth- 
ers had been tempted in the same 
way. There was nothing in our 
life which hadn’t also happened 
between those vast gilt edged 
pages. 

It was not a story to us. It 
Was an actual record of the ex- 
periences which had come to 
friends of ours. Moses and Joseph 
and Isaiah—they were not just 
names, They were people. Real 
people. Christ and Mary and 
Joseph ‘and the beautiful and ter- 
rible story of their years together 
was not a great drama. It was 
something that had really hap- 
pended once upon a time. It had 
happened in an unspeakably cruel 
era but it was a real fact and 
as true as the history of our own 
Constitution. 

I realize that things are not 


like that today and I am sorry 
that they are not. I think we 
lost a great part of our natural 
and sacred heritage when we 
moved the Bible from the parlor 
table. 

I remember when my mother 
died and there was nothing in 
the world to cling to except that 
old book, But I could cling to 
that and it was like a rock be- 
neath me. And when Phil went 
and Winnie and Mardele and my 
own dear lad, I could turn to that 
book when I could turn to nothing 
else, and it never failed me. 

am not a particularly re- 
ligious person. Indeed you’ might 
call me a very worldly one. I 
have lived a full and not a very 
wise life, but, wherever I have 
gone and whatever I have done, 
that old book lay beside me. 

It was taller than I when I 
used to have to dust it on Satur- 
day morning.

NEW YORK, Monday 
‘HE other day, the newspapers 
carried a story about a group 
of British left-wing Labor 
party representatives who had 
been to Russia to study trade 
unions and factories. They had 
visited Premier Stalin at his villa 
on the Black Sea, and they quoted 
him as making a statement which 
he has made frequently—that he 
had no thought of making war 
and wished to settle political and 
economic issues with the United 
States. He was quoted as adding 
that if the United States and 
Great Britain did not wish to set- 
tle differences, “we shal] wait 

until they regain their reason.” 

It seems to some of us that it 
would be well if he would impart 
to some of his subordinates his 
desire for settling differences and 
explain to them that such settle- 
ment is never a one-sided affair 
—it means compromise. And that 
is a word which evidently does 
not exist in the Soviet vocabulary. 

. . . 

YOU SETTLE with the Rus 
sians only if you depart com- 
pletely from your own position 
and accept theirs. That is not 
agreement—that is abdication by 
one side. This might be possible 
where the questions at issue are 
not questions that either side con- 
siders fundamental, But inherent 
in our two system there are some 
fundamental differences. And 
until the Soviet representatives 
recognize this, and recognize that 
there must be some mutual com- 
promise, I am afraid that the “re- 
gaining of our reason,” according 
to what Mr. Stalin or the Polit- 
buro considers reason to be, is 
going to be difficult to achieve. 

We have made some laws which 
I consider unfortunate, but they 
have grown out of the attitude of 
the Soviet Government to a large 
extent. Reciprocity must be real. 
It cannot be one-sided. 


OF ‘COURSE, a nation with as 
many resources and as wide a ter- 
ritory as the U.S.S.R, can carry 
on as they did in the past, for a 
considerable period with very 
little outside contact, but it will 
mean greater hardship for their 
people and for the peoples in the

rest of the world. Their decision 
not to compromise but to wait 
until we come to our senses seems 
to me a decision that ignores the 
fate of peoples the world over.

If 
they have to have a hard time, 
they will have to have a hard 
time. We, at the top level, will 
just decree that the peoples of the 
world have a hard time.

of children at play in a room 
can make it look like a wreck in 
a few minutes and spell an hour's 
work for a weary mother. Mother 
says, “Pick up your things now. 
It is "most time for Daddy to come 
and you don’t want the room to 
look aljl in a mess. Now hurry.” 


But they don’t hurry, and they 
don’t pick up. They may pick up 
one doll or one metal] automobile, 
but the mess remains, Mother is 
exasperated, and there is a battle, 
weeping and temper. 

Little children are tired after 
play, and putting away their be- 
longings is too much work for 
their tired minds and bodies. They 
don’t see, hear or feg) clearly, and

DON’T LET THE room become 
a mess. Insist that one or two 
toys, at most, be out at a time; 
that if one is to be laid aside it 
must go to the shelf there and 
then, so that unused things are not 
cluttering the place. f this is 
done the room will not be in con- 
fusion, the children will not be so 
tired, and everything will be 
easier. 

For very young children the 
mother hands out the toy or toys 
to be used, and helps the child 
replace them when play is over.
